Sales of the 
Gettysburg com­ 
memorative half-dollars spurted with 
the announcement that the unsold 
balance of the 50,000 issue would be 
returned to Philadelphia to be melted 
on December 31, according to an an­ 
nouncement from the Pennsylvania 
State commission offices here 
The commission previously had 
planned to return the few thousand 
I unsold com , to the mint on Decem­ 
ber I but due to an increase in Hie 
demand for the coins, probably for 
Christmas gifts, the commission re­ 
scinded its order and extended the 
sale until the end of December. 
Tins was done to give Gettvs- 
burgians and Adams countian^ an 
opportunity to secure some of the 
half-dollars, it also was announced 
today that the revenue from the sale 
of the coins, that is, the balance re­ 
maining from the celebration here 
this summer, would be used to de­ 
fray expenses to lie incurred In pub­ 
lishing Hie official history of the re­ 
union program, now nearing com­ 
pletion by the commission staff 
The coins may be secured at the 
offices of the commission in the Hotel 
Gettysburg annex. 
It also was re­ 
vealed by the commission that less 
than three hundred coins were sold 
in Gettysburg and that more coins 
were sold to residents of Canada 
than to residents of Gettysburg and 
Adams county. 
'Hie 
commission 
feels tiiat a number of Gettys- 
burgians, who have not purchased 
some of the coins, should be given 
another opportunity to do so before 
the sale is discontinued on Decem­ 
ber 31.

m onths search 
for 
im peachm ent 
evidence, prim ary purpose for sum ­ 
moning the law makers into special 
session 
The majority report was based on 
8,165 pages of 
testimony 
by 
119 
witnesses and 
exam ination of 265 
exhibits. 
It was signed bv the five 
democratic members. 
“Your 
committee 
finds no evi­ 
dence which tends to 
substantiate 
the charges it had been appointed 
to Investigate under the resolution,"

therefore recommends

“The evidence did not prove an
